CURRENT LIST INDEXES 


Indexing has been completed on all issues of the Current List 
of Medical Literature from June 1948 to September 1949. Three 
of these indexes are still in process of preparation for publication; 
another is being published. To Miss Mary Louise Marshall and her 
staff our thanks are due for the indexing of the June 1948 issues. 
The indexing of the May 1948 issues, being done outside the Library, 
has not yet been completed. 


This has been a project of the Catalog Division of the Library, 
under the direction of its Chief, Miss M. Ruth MacDonald, undertaken 
following the Director’s pledge at the Medical Library Association's 
annual meeting in Galveston, Texas, last April. Its success has been 
made possible through the outstanding efforts and cooperation of the 
Army Medical Library staff. The Acquisition and Reference Divisions 
released personnel to assist with the indexing. The Subject Catalog- 
ing Section provided supervisory and indexing assistance andthe De 
scriptive Cataloging Section released Miss Amita E. Welge to serve as 
Acting Head of the Current List Section from 4 May to 8 July 1949. 
The descriptive catalogers also assumed a part of the subject cata- 
logers’ work during this period. 

To all personnel of the participating divisions credit is due be- 
cause the regular work had to be carried on with a reduced staff. 

The Current List Section deserves special mention because of 
the manner of performance of the day-to-day work of publication and 
the indexing of current issues. 


DEATHS OF HONORARY CONSULTANTS 


Dr. Irvin Abell, former President of the American Medical As- 
sociation, died 28 August 1949 while on a fishing trip in Canada. Dr. 
Abell served in World War [as Commanding Officer of Base hospital 
No. 59. He was a surgeon of note and at the time of his death was 
Chairman of the Committee on Inter-American Relations for the forth- 
coming Inter-American Congress of Surgery. 

Mr. Frank R. Walker died at his home in Cleveland, Ohio, on 
9 July 1949. Mr. Walker was a member of the American Federation 
of Arts and was well known throughout the country in architectural 
circles. He was a Fellow of the American Institute of Architecture 
and Past President of its Cleveland Chapter.

UNIT HISTORIES 


The Library is attempting to collect official and unofficial histo- 
ries of medical units in the second World War. Frequently these works 
were in the nature of memorial or souvenir volumes written and edited 
by the men of the unit, printed by a local printer in Germany, France, 
the Philippines, or wherever the unit found itself at the close of the war, 
and financed from the unit mess fund. Generally they were distribul- 
ed only within the unit. Because of these unusual circumstances df 
publication, they are most elusive books. However, they are important 
historical records of the Medical Department and copies should be ia 
the Army Medical Library where they will be cataloged and preserved 
for the benefit of all who may be interested now or in the future. 

Any information about such histories which our readers Can sup- 
ply, or better yet the books themselves, will be most welcome.
